EMPLOYERS' 
BOYCOTT ILLEGAL. 


It is a poor law that does .not work both_ ways, and according to a 


decision by Judge Fitzgerald of the supreme court of New York, the law 
that leaves a labor union liable in certain cases for a boycott 
or 
con- 


spiracy applies equally to employers who set out to blacklist men because 
of their membership in unions. 


The decision was given in the boycott suit brought by the Enterprise 


association of sicamfittcrs against the Building Trades Employers' asso- 
ciation. 


The Builders' association which comprises nearly all (he builders in 


Greater New Yyrlc, requires a $lf)00 bond from each employe as a guaran- 
'tec thut the terms of the agreement shall be strictly carried out. 
Judge 


Fitzgerald holds that this bond system is coercive and illegal, but: Judge 
Alton B. Parker asserts that it is legal. 


Iu the case in question the Stpiiin<lH.ers on the expiration of their trade 


agreement, last December, demanded an increase of wages and better work- 
ing conditions. Their demands were refused whereupon they went on strike, 
to assist: the master slenmfiltors in bringing (heir workmen to terms, the 
Building Employers' association adopted a resolution binding all its mem- 
bers not to employ any niomhcr of the striking Steamfitters' association. 
One member disobeyed the order at first but was promptly notified in writing 
to have the Enterprise Sk'fimfitlers discharged. 
This, latter order was 


obeyed nnd thus it was made impossible for any. member of the Steam- 
fitters' association to find employment in Greater Now York. 


The directors of the. Employers' association may be further proceeded 


against for criminal .conspiracy. 
All this goes to show thnt the boycott 


in any form is held to be illegal whether it bo conducted by employers 
or employes.

THE TENEMENT HOUSE PKOBLEM. 


The tenement house problem-is one of the great questions with this and 


every'other community. Tenements there are that seem to have come down 


from a remote ngc, yet iu spite of antiquity and lack 
of 
modern con- 


veniences they are still occupied, still rented nnd the owners from sheer 


force of habit refuse to show any interest in the property beyond paying 


the taxes and collecting the rents. 


The owners of sucli tenements are cogs upon- -the- wheels -of- progress, 


for if the}' possessed the least spark of enterprise they wouhV long ago 


have rebuilt (lie property or ,-tt least put it in'decent' repair.' "Wherever a 


property owner of (his stamp be found IIP. should bn forced to do his duly 


to the city by putting the tenements into proper sanitary condition and by 
making such repairs as would make thorn fairly comfortiible 
and 
fairly 


respectable. For the people who live iu such tenements there can be only 
pity at their lack of spirit or elso their straitened circumstances. But there 
is another side tu the tenement feature :iud .one that is more.difficult to 
handle. VThcn property owners do improve their tenements, put them in first 
class condition, so far us sanitation and general accommodation are con- 
cerned, the occupants will crowd them to the extent, of suffocation and show 
no regard whatever for the proper care of the properly, its neatness, clcan- 
iness or preservation. This crowding in small tenements is a difficult prob- 
lem to deal with. How will it IIP stopped?

One of the economic, problems of melropolitan cities is to keep down 


. the automobile bills .for service in tlie departments. 
Where formerly the 


head of a department used a horse, lie bns now an automobile. 


In some departments tin ordinary auto will not. suffice as one big enough 


to carry committees nnd delegations is 
required. 
When 
a 
committee 


decides to visit a neighboring cily for the purpose of investigation, the auto 
.if big enough is very handy. It if wonderful though how speedily these 
municipal nufos wear out to be ibrown nside for new. 
This system of 


transporting city officials and municipal committees is far worse than the 
mileage boolc or (he, occasional junl;d:. It is a perennial expense that the 
city must meet; but it is only the metropolitan cities that can afford to 
place such luxuries at the service of their public officials. 


EMPLOYERS' 
BOYCOTT 
ILLEGAL. 


It is a poor law that does not work both ways, uud according to a 


decision by Judge Fitzgerald of the supreme court of New York, the law 
that leaves a labor union liable in certain cases for a boycott 
or con- 


spiracy applies equally to. employers who set out to blacklist men because 
of their membership iu unions. 


The decision was given in the boycott suit brought by the Enterprise 


association of steamCHcrs against the Building Trades Employers' asso- 
ciation. 


The Builders' association which, comprises nearly all tbe builders in 


Greater New York, requires a $1500 bond from each employe as.a guaran- 
tee that the terms of the agreement shall be slriutly carried out. Judgo 
Fitzgerald holds that this bond system is coercive and illegal, but Judge 
Alton B. Parker asserts that it is legal. 


Iu the case in question the Steamfitters on tbe expiration of their trade 


agreement, last December, demanded an increase of wages nud better work- 


.. ...ing.conditions. Their demands were refused whereupon they went on strike. 


To assist the master stenmfilters in bringing fbeir workmen 1o terms, the 
Building Employers' iiKsocinlion mlopicd n r«solnliori binding all its mem- 
bers not to employ any member of the striking -Steamfitters' association.

The directors of tbe Employers' association may be further proceeded 


against for criminal conspiracy. All this goes to show that the boycott 
in: any form is held to be illegal whether it be conducted by employers 
or employes. 


THE TENEMENT HOUSE PROBLEM. 


The tenement bouse problem is one of the great questions with this nnd 


every other community. Tenements there are that seem to have come down 


from a remote age. yet. in spite of antiquity and lack 
of 
modern con- 


veniences they are still occupied, still rented and tbe owners from sheer 


force of habit refuse to show any interest in the property beyond paying 


the taxes and collecting the rent P. 


The owners of such tenements are cogs «pou the-wheels-of progress, 


for if they possessed the least spark of enterprise they -would long ago 


have rebuilt the property or :it least put it in decent "repair. Wherever a 


property owner of this stamp be found lie should be forced to do bis duty 


to the city by putting the tenements info proper sanitary condition and bv 
making such repairs as would make them fairly comfortable 
and 
fairly 


respectable. For the people who live in such tenements there can be only 
pity at their lack of spirit or else their straitened circumstances.. But there 
is another side to the tenement feature and one that is more difficult to 
handle. When property owners do improve their tenements, put them in first 
class condition, so far as sanitation and general accommodation are con- 
cerned, the occupants will crowd them to tlio extent of suffocation and show 
no regard whatever for the propor pare of the property, its neatness, clean- 
iness or preservation. This crowding in small tenements is a difficult prob- 
lem to deal with. How will it be stopped? 


If the people crowd into a tenement big enough for. but half the num- 


ber what is to be done? 


If the building department or the board of health could fix a minimum 


air space for each individual occupant in tenements, tbe crowding might be 
prevented, but although this crowding is one of (lie worst obstacles to good 
health yet nothing of this kind has been dune or even nt tempted.
